Applicant argued that Lakshmanamurthy and/or Ziegler fail to teach or suggest "transforming a sequential network application 
program into D-pipeline stages that collectively perform a sequential packet processing stage (PPS) of a sequential network application" 
(recited on page 15, 1st paragraph & 3rd paragraph and page 16, 1st paragraph) 

Examiner's Response: Examiner disagrees. Ziegler does disclose " ... a set of compiler analyses and implementation that 
automatically map a sequential and un-2notated C program into a pipelined implementation targeted for an FPGA ... from parallelizing 
compilers to identify pipeline state ... using the results of this analysis, we automatically generate application-specific pipelined ... " (see 
ABSTRACT), "The DEFACTO system-level compiler takes an un-annotated, sequential program and applies a set of communication and 
pipeline analyses bases on array data-flow analysis ..." (see Sec. 3 Compiler Analysis, 2nd paragraph). 

Further, examiner also notices that Dal et al., who are most of Inventors of the pending application, (see the attached document) 
disclose "There are some other proposals in the literature with similar goal ... the DEFACTO system focuses on coarse-grain inter-loop 
pipeline ..." (see page 246, Sec. 5 - Related work, 5th paragraph). The DEFACTO system was cited in the previous Office action from the 
prior art of Ziegler etal.
